“deep regrets” over the fail- 
ure of the Central Ohio 
Transit Authority (COTA) 
levy in the June 5 election. 
He said one reason it did 
not pass was because of 
low voter turnout, particu- 
larly in inner-city areas. 

“Analysis of the election 
shows that lopsided-nega-. 
tive votes from suburban 
areas killed :it,”” he 
explained, “And although 
inner-city neighborhoods 
voted overwhelmingly for 
approval, the percentage of 
eligible voters who actually 
voted was not high enough 
to pass it.” 


In a letter to Bill Habig, 
chairman of the COTA levy 
campaign, ._Brooks_ pro- 
posed that a voter educa- 
tion drive,with heavy

ness and government, be 
initiated. He suggested it 
take a grass roots level 
approach directed toward 
increasing voter participa- 
tion among the poor. 

“Poor people are often 
very reluctant to partici- 
pate in civic affairs like vot- 
ing because they see it as 
part of the system,” Brooks 
said. 

“They often feel alie- 
nated from the mainstream 
of society. Consequently,

Modern Emergency Dept. Of OSU 
Hospitals Set To Admit Patients 


A new emergency 
department at Ohio State 
University Hospitals, part 
of the James A. Rhodes 
Hall addition, will begin 
accepting patients June 28. 

The department is fully 
equipped to care for both 
medical and surgical emer- 
gencies and to treat 
patients needing non- 
emergency primary care 

With almost 17,000 
square feet of floor space, 
the facility is more than 
four times the size of the 
Hospitals’ existing emer- 
gency department, which 
has had about 30,000 
patient visits each year 
Hospital officials expect 
this number will increase 
with the new facility ; 

“The pattern of emer- 
gency care has changed 
significantly throughout 
the country in the last 10 to 
15 years,” said Dr. Douglas 
Rund, medical director of 
the emergency depart- 
ment. 

“Patients now look to the 


» emergency departnient for 


evaluation and treatment of 
a wide variety of illnesses 
and_injuries. We sense a 
growing need for 24-hour- 
a-day walk-in care 
facilities.” 

Dr. Rund: explained that 
this situation has occurred 
because many patients 
need care after regular 
office hours, and want 
immediate treatment of 
conditions such as minor 


respiratory infections, — 


sprained ligaments and 
tendons, and lacerations. 
Patients will be treated in 
the new emergency depart- 
ment according to a triage 
system, in which patients 
are assessed upon arrival 
by a registered nurse to

situation for him. As he said, this 
matter “merits immediate. full 
scale” attention by “independent 
persons.” Too.

CANCER RATES IN CITIES AND 
RURAL AREAS? 

It has long been known that 
densely populated and industrial- 
ized areas have higher death 
rates for many diseases than rural 
areas. This includes heart disease 
and some kinds of cancer. 

The reasons for higher cancer 
rates in citidS are not completely 
known. Increased risk of cancer 
may be related to life-style (urban 
dwellers use more alcohol and 
tobacco), to occupation (working 
with industrial pollutants), to the 
environment of the cities them- 
selves (air and water pollution), or 
to other factors not yet identified.

A bill designed to expand the eligibility and 
to increase the amounts of real estate tax 
reductions for the elderly and disabled, has 
been signed into law by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. The bill. passed by the Senate and 
House with emergency provisions, became 
law upon being signed June 7 by Rhodes. 


Amended S.B. 6, increases tax reductions 
for 420,000 homeowners already in the 
“homestead exemption” program and offers 
tax breaks to 80,000 additional senior citizens 
and/or disabled homeowners earning $10,000 
to $15,000 annually. 

The bill, of which Senator Jerome Stano, (D 
Parma) was the prime sponsor, was co- 
sponsored by a total of 59 members of the 
Senate and House.

Black unemployment remains extraordinar- 
ily high -- well. over-double the white rate. 
Official national unemployment figures mask 
the full extent of joblessness in many cities 
and states, and they hide the true impact on 
blacks. 

in some big states, black unemployment is 

triple that for whites. In 1978, fewer than five 
pér€ent of white workers in Illinois were 
unemployued, but about fifteen percent of 
black workers in the state were jobless. Six 
percent of white Pennsivanians were out of 
work in 1978, but the black rate was triple that 
-- about eighteen percent.

And those are the official, understated 
unemployed ‘rates. If white workers were 
unemployed in the numbers black workers 
are, Congress and the Administration would 
be falling over themselves to expand job 
programs and get people back on payrolls. 

instead, there is a mix of indifference and 
‘comforting statements about how the total 
number of jobless are shrinking. 

Racism can't be ignored as a factor in this 
national indifterence.

As proot,-many people cite the newspaper 
want ads: Pages upon pages of job openings 
listed, even in cities wher jobless rates are 
high.

Of the jobs offered, nearly one out of five 
could be eliminated immediately. Some were 
for part - time work, some were come - Ons, 
some required moving out of town, and others 
required special tools or licenses. 

Another fifteen percent were for profes- 
sional managers, a group with very low unem- 
ployment levels. Another 22 percent were for 
skilled craftspeople, again rarely found 
among the hard core inner city jobless. 

A quarter of the jobs were for clerical posi- 
tions. Thanks to inferior educational oppor- 
tunities and keen competition for skilled office 
workers, few of those jobs become available to 
the inner city poor. 

So what's left? A fourth of the jobs adver- 
tised were for unskilled workers. Those jobs 
are snapped up quickly, with many applicants 
for each opening. Those so-called “lazy” peo- 
ple line up hours before opening time to gram 
what jobs they can. And for every fortunate 
person who lands a low-paying, unskilled job 
many are turned away. 

So there goest the argument that plenty of 
jobs are available, just look at the papers. The 
tact is that few jobs are available for unskilled, 
poorty educated workers -- the people most in 
need of jobs. 

So there are many more people out of work 
than there are available jobs. And this is no 
tempoary phase, but a permanent feature of 
our economy. :

To some. Justice Thurgood Marshall's rare but stinging 
public criti¢ism of his Supreme Court colleagues for 
upending the Constitution on a number of far-reaching 
juestions was long gverdue. Speaking at a judicial con- 
ference in’ Buck Hill’Falls, Pa.. recently, he charged the 
Court with giving “insufficient protection to Constitutional 
rights” in two far-reaching decisions concerning libel 
claims against the news media and jailed defendants. 

The two cases that Marshall Used to draw public atten- 
tion to his concern touch very fundamental rights of the 
individual, Their scope is all encompassing. They trans- 
cend civil rights or racial issues and questions of equal,’ 
protection for minority citizens. Whites and blacks, the, 
rich and the powerful (in one case CBS television) as well 
as the poor-and weak are affected)-The rights of those who” 
historically have regarded themselves as the’ spécially’ 
privileged as well as the traditional victims of discrimina- . 
tion and exploitation are being trampled, in skewed judi- 
cial reasonings. 

Reinforcing the credibility of Justice Marshall's con- 
cerns is the fact that these were not cases with which he 

been identified during’his brilliant career as NAACP 
Special Counsel. Then, as he sought to make the Consti- 
tution meaningful and relevant to the racially oppressed, 
ne led in developing a whole new segment of legal opinions 
that resulted in the Brown v. Board of Education decision 
outlawing “separate Dut equal” facilities. ~ 

Black Americans and their white supporters rejoiced in 
1954 when the NAACP won that landmark victory. Until 
Richard Nixon appointed.Chief Justice Burger and three 
other Justices to the Court, Americans of goodwill had 
every reason to be confident that a new era in American 
justice had been well established. But by first sending up 
the names of Clement F.Haynsworth and G. Harrold Cars- 
well as nominees to fill vacancies on the Supreme Court, 
Mr. Nixon made it painfully clear that the extent to which 
he was willing to go to alter drastically the forward course 
of the nation's highest judicial tribunal. 

Thanks to the NAACP and its allies in Washington and 
across the nation; the Senate rejected Messrs. Hayns- 
worth and Carswell. But he succeeded in a very rare 
historical happening in naming four other Justices to the 
Court. 

Last September, in addressing the Associated Press 
Managing Editors Conference in Portland, Ore., | called 
attention fo the irony of the Court's backward slide on 
issues affecting the rights of the press as well as 
minorities. 

The U. S. news media then was rightfully angry over the 
Supreme Court's decision giving police license to rum- 
mage and rifle newspaper offices. | said then: “In some 
real way you can now understand first-hand the kind of 
anxiety civil rights groups felt when the Burger Court was 
delicately balancing the rights to which blacks were 
entitled under the 14th Amendment and the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act against Alan Bakke's claims.of ‘reverse. dis- 
crimination.’

weapon. against another 
people.” 

The Reverend Jackson 
pointed out that the $400 
billion dollars a year spent 
on the arms race are like> 
“terminal cancer, eating 
away at the social fabric of 
this society and world 
economy.” It takes little or 
no degree of imagination 
or intelligence to recognize 
that such monies would do 
much to improve our 
health, educational and 
social facilities not to men- 
tion our domestic energy 
problems. 

His indepth dissertation 
on SALT Ii contained many 
enlightening points such 
as, (1) World opinion is on

MAJOR TAYLOR: 1898 


Bike Racing Champ 


Fifty years before Jackie 
Robinson broke down racial 
barriers in professional baseball, 
Marshall W. ‘*Mayor’’ Taylor was 
a professional bicycle racer, 
competing in what had been an 
all-white sport. : 

Taylor was born November 26, 
1878 in Indianapolis, Ind., one of 
eight children of a coachman. 
Young Marshall, who somehow 
picked up the nickname ‘‘Major’’ 
was also employed before he was 
13. 

First he helped his father to 
care and exercise the carriage 
horses. Later he worked as a 
playmate for the ‘‘young master.”’ 
Outfitted like the white children of 
the neighborhood, Mayor joined 
in all of their games, including 
bicycle trips. He kept his bicycle 
when the Southard family moved 
away, and attracted the attention 

of a bicycle shop owner with trick 
riding stunts. 

The shop owner hired the young 
man, to sweep the shop and to 
perform trick riding exhibitions 
each day at 4:00 P.M. His pay was 
$6.00 per week. 

Bicycles were the rage of the 
1890’s. A decent ‘‘wheel’’ cost 
$40.00, almost a month’s pay for 
most workers. And bicycle racers 
were the premier athletes of the 
day. 

The Major got his start in racing 
when his employers sponsored a 
race in 1891 and entered their 
shop boy as a joke. The race was 
10 miles, with varous handicaps. 

Taylor was started at ‘‘the 
limit,”” 15 minutes ahead of 
fearsome scratch man, Walter

chester, Mass. under the direction 
of a retired racet..and active 
coach, Louis ‘‘Birdie’’ Munger. 

His professional career began at 
Madison Square Garden the 
following year. The 6-day bicycle 
races were the nation’s top 
athletic spectacle; a long and 
sometimes gory event where some 
men struggled against imagined 
devils and their own lack of sleep 
to keep going, alone. 

In later years, the ‘‘Madisons’’ 
became popular 2-man_ events 
with partner’s alternating 
sleeping and riding. But in 1896, 
Taylor was lone. He completed 
1,787 miiles for a creditable 8th 
place finish. ° 

The following season found 
Major Taylor on ‘‘the circuit’’ 
racing at the hundreds of tracks 
across the country. The com- 
petition was tough, sometimes 
brutal. 

The tracks were large and flat, 
converted harness racing tracks 
usually one-third mile in length. 
Riders competed in a series of 
heats and final events over various

distances: 2 mile, one-third mile, 
% mile, two-thirds mile, 1 mile 
and so on, up to 2 miles. 

. The bicycles were very similar 
to track racing bicycles of today, 
but primitive compared to modern 
“10-speeds. They had a single gear 
ratio with a ‘“‘fixed’’ gear rear 
hub. 
There were no brakes. If a rider 
wanted to slow down, he eased up 
on the pedals and worked against 
the spinning pedals. 

The “‘fixed’’ gear did not allow 
“coasting.” Five to seven riders 
competed in each heat with one or 
two qualifying for the final event 
at that particular distance. 

Drafting 

Tactics and track positions were 
all im portant. Bicycle racing relies 
on slip stream effects: the leading 
rider banks the wind while 
following riders take advantage of 
a low pressure ‘‘slipstream’’ or 
“‘draft’’ behind the leader. So the 
leader in the early stages of a race 
is at a disadvantaged. He is 
working hard, but the other racers 
are taking advantage of his tow. 

The best tactic is to sit in 
second, third, or fourth place until 
the final few hundred yards, then 
move into the lead with a single 
high-effort sprint. 

Unfortunately, that was also a 
time when other riders could block 
a rider’s efforts to pass. Elbows 
and shoulders were used to force a 
tider out of position or to keep 
someone in a pocket.

professional bunches, Taylor was 
a constant victim of such tactics. 
But his well - developed, bike - 
handling skills, outstanding 
coordination, and physical con- 


dition kept him alive, upright, and 


winning. 
One Mile champ 
By 1899 and 1900, he was the 
U.S. National Professional 
Champion. The . National 
title was a long - 


fought battle, based on points 
collected at individual meets all 
across the country. At the 1899 
World Championships in Mon- 
treal, Canada, he won the one- 


mile title. 


In 1901 and 1902 he traveled to 
Europe, meeting and. beating all 
of the top sprinters on the Con- 
tinent. The racist overtones of 


U.S. racing did not exist in Burope 


and the black American was well 
received. eee 

His success continued in 
Australia in 1903. 

But if the racing bunches in the 
U.S. were hazardous, the han- 
dicap - style racing in Australia 
was downright corrupt. Riders 
were seeded according to ability. 

Taylor usually drew the most 
difficuk ‘‘scrat¢h” position with 
other riders stretched out in front 
jof him, with up to 220 yards 
headstart. Ideally, the.entire field 
should have been together on the 
final lap, battling for an equal 
finish. 

Actually it did not work out that 
way. The “front markers’’ (lesser 
riders) would share the pacing 
responsibilities with one and 
other, working for one of their 
group to win and split the prize 
list. The ‘‘black markers”’ did the 
same. Depending upon who won, 
his teammates would split the 
prizes. , 

Five other Americans joined the 
Australian tour in 1904 and 
organized the bunches against 
Major Taylor. Damp weather and 
life on the road took their toll of 
his conditioning. Taylor fell victim 
to several crashes and eventual 
physical collapse. So with his wife 
and newborn daughter, Taylor 
returned to the U.S. for rest and 
recuperation. 


Hazy Years 

The remaining years are hazy 
for the Major. He had. over 
$25,000 ‘saved from his years of 
racing. But a series of bad in- 
vestments, including a spring - 
type of automobile tire, wiped out 
his fortune. 


‘In 1926; his fellow citizens of 
Worcester conducted a public 
subscription which collected 
several thousand dollars for 
Taylor and his family. In 1928, he 
went through his scrapbooks and 
compiled an autobiography from 
old newspaper clippings. 

By 1930, he was in Chicago, 
broke, and sick. An oldtime racer 
gave hima job and paid for 
needed surgery in 1932. But 
Taylor died in Cook County 
Hospital on June 21, 1932 and was 
buried in an unmarked pauper’s 
grave. 

His body was reinterred in 1948 
with a bronze plaque, paid for by a 
group called ‘‘Bicycle Racing 
Stats of the 19th Century.”’ The 
grave is still maintained in

NAIROBI — There is growing concern here that victory over Idi Amin 

by Tanzanian forces and Uganda exiles may further isolate Kenya from the 
other two African nations which once shared a prosperous Bast African 
wade ares. Kenya, with its private enterprise form of “African Socialism” is 
being increasingly surrounded by socialist leaning economies supported by 
the Soviet Union and Chins. President Daniel Arap Moi recently completed 
an unusual 10-year defense pact with the military led Ethiopian government 


_ protect Kenya’s northeastern border with rival Somalia, but this western 


beached nation has tried to maintain neutrality in the Uganda-Tanzanian 
conflict despite pressures from all sides. However, Kenya kept its border 
open for Ugandan trade and refugees and there are signs that Tanzania is 


. anxious tw reopen its border with the country once the war with Amin 


settled. 

The UNESCO sponsored International Year of the Child was observed 
here recently wh week-long royal fanfare as former American Ambassador 
Henry Labowisse chaired an opening symposium on the problem of children 
in developing nations.

The role of women in Africa 
varies from one nation to another, 
and there is a common saying in 
some regions, “a society without 
the participation of women is like 
a man without a neck.” 

In Ghana, known as the Old 
Gold Coast during the colonial 
rule of Great Britain, the Ashanti 
nation is controlled by a 
matriarchal system. 

Oral historians have preserved 
the saga of the Ashanti, and the 
chronicle beings in the village of 
Awukugua, where Akomfo 
~Anokye, creator of the nation, was 
born. He was the Great Spiritual 
Leader who ‘‘called the Golden 
Stwool’’ from heaven. The stool 
became the seat of authority for 
governing the nation. 

Pile of sand 

In his youth, Anokye first at- 
tracted attention when he 

demonstrated supernatural power 
by putting his hand in a pile of 
« sand and pulling out chickens. 

He later climbed a tall palm tree 
and his footprints became em- 
bossed on the bark of the tree — 
at least hatch marks seen on tree, 
the chroniclers say are footprints. 

Anokye later stretched” otf a 
tight rope across a long distance 
and walked on it from one end to 
the other. Then came a significant 
event. 

Anokye went to a nearby creek 
and scooped out a mysterious man 
and‘ woman. Neither one of them 
would mingle with others in the 
village, but they were married and 
their descendants were called 
Asantes. 

The authority 

The Asantes migrated to an 
area now known as Kumasi. Even 
Anokye settled in that area and 
there established the temporal 
authority for the nation when he

summoned from heaven the 
Golden Stool to seat the chosen 
ruler — the King. 

This early society had an 
elaborate primitive social system, 
sophisticated in its political 
structure and to a certain degree 
in matters of law. 

Although they came under the 
British protectorate at the close of 
th Ashanti war of 1873-1874, and 
remained under the British until 
1952, they never relinquished 
some of their legal and social 
stitutions. 

The foundation of the Ashanti 
political structure is the maternal 
lineage, a social group consisting 
of the descendants, reckoned 
through the female line, of a 
known female ancestor who lived 
mot more than five or six 
generations back. 

Ashanti precepts set forth two 
principles of biological continuity. 

Blood (mogya) is inherited by 
direct transfer from the mother. It 


oa 


is the basis of the clan (abusua) 
and the lineage within x. - 

The Ntors (spirit), of a person is 
received through the semen of the 
father. Blood, is female; Semen is 
male. . 


Mere control 

The spirit principle has some 
religious manifestations beyond 
mere control of marriage. 

But the blood principle controls 
land rights, succession to other 
kinds of property, to offices and 
titles; it determines political 
status almost entirely, as well as 
legal responsibilities, and it is the 
focus of the ancestor cult. 

The emotional ties of blood 
outweigh those of spirit. 


Although the Ashanti have; 
organized their society in terms of 
double descent, only the 
matrilineal principle figures 
prominently in law and politics. 
The blood forms the body, and so 
the physical links between the 
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t . 
generations of today, yesterday 
and long ago and thru the 
mothers. + 

Themale line within the lineage 
is spatially identifiable; for males 
stay ideally in place of theix birth, 
while wives go to their husband's 
place: In this way they are 
patriarchal. eh 

Bach lineage is centered in a 
special section ofa given town and 
the males are all theoretically 
members of the same lineage, and 
widowed mothers, unmarried 
sisters and daughters are “‘in,”’ 
their wives are ‘‘oursiders.”’ 


Family Houses 
Unity of lineage is further 
cemented by the grouping of 
individual family houses about t the 
dwelling of the lineage head in 
whose home all the men take their 


meals. 

When a male dies, he is buried 
in the village so as to join his 
ancestors. 

The lineage head is chosen by 
all the aduk men and senior 
women of the lineage. In most 
cases the headship is hereditary 
within certain families within the 
lineage. _ ; 

All males are eligible and if 


‘nominated, the name has to be 


submitted to the district chief for 
approval. 

If approved, he is presented to 
the chief, but not until all the adult 
members of the lineage have met 
in the house of the senior woman 
and each kinsman is sworn to 
serve *‘you whom we have chosen 
to occupy the stool of our an- 
cestors, so that you in turn serve 
the chief.”’ 

The stool is the seat of 
authority. When a chief dies, the 
stool is painted with his blood and 
permanently retired to a storage 
house controlled by the priest. 

He is considered the earthly 
agent of the ancestral spirits. The 
newly elected chief is provided 
with another stool. 

The most overriding of all 
Ashanti traditions is that ‘‘the 
well being of a society depends 
upon the maintenance of good 
relations with ancestors on whom 
the living depend for help and 
protection.”’ .

The following are some of the 
signals that you should watch for: 


PAIN — Persistent or sharp 
_pain anywhere in’ the body, 
whether it is chest, abdominal, 
head, or limbs, particularly if it 
occurs over and over, is the first of 
the danger signals. Pain is your 
friend because it often drives you 
to find out the cause and get rid of 
it before it’s too late. 3 

Pain is a positive indication that 
something is wrong so do not play 
the hero by trying to bear or 
neglect #. Taking pain killers to 
try and get rid of pain that will not 
go away or that is becoming more 
severe is not a smart thing to do 
eher. ‘ 

Special mention needs to be 
made of abdominal pain [or 
stomach ache}. A riumber of 
serious medical emergencies, 
including appendicitis, will cause 
sharp abdominal pain. With the 
exception of cancer, most 
gastrointestinal (the system that 
your food goes through problems 
or diseases produce pain in the 
abdomen. - 

The important thing to 
remember here is, never take a 
laxative in the presence of ab- 
dominal pain and if the pain lasts 
more than an hour, avoid food and 
drink also [except fora few small 
sips of water] and get in touch 
with your doctor or go to the 
nearest emergency room. 


FATIGUE — ‘‘That tired . 


feeling’ without immediately

Claude McKay (1891-1948) was 
-a major figure in the Harlem 
Renaissance. McKay was born in 
Jamaica and had received some 
notice as a poet before coming to 
the United States. He studied at 
Tuskegee and K ansas State before 
coming to Harlem where he held 
menial jobs while writing poetry. 
He edited two radical publications 
in’ the United States before 
traveling extensively in Europe 
and Africa, settling eventually in 
France. His ‘‘Home to Harlem”’ 
spoke of his return. This and other 
works were popular, but his 
militant sonnets such as ‘“‘If We 
Must Die” have come to be his 
most admired work.

After practicing law and 
teaching school for several years, 
James Weldon Johnson joined his 
brother, J. Rosamond Johnson, in 
New York and collaborated with 
him _in composing musical 
comedies. J. Rosamond set his 
brother’s famous poem ‘‘Lift 
Every Voice and Sing’’ to music in 
1900. Since that time, the song 
has been adopted as the Negro 
National Anthem. James Weldon 
Johnson was later to serve as 
executive secretary of the 
NAACP. J. Rosamond enjoyed a 
successful career in musical 
comedy. 

Were there any black film- 
makers during the early days of 
silent films? 


Oscar Micheaux was the first to 
complete a feature-length film, 
“The Homesteader,’’ based on 
his experiences as a frontiersman 
in South Dakota. He was not 
however, the first black to make a 
feature film. The first was Booker 
T. Washington’s secretary, 
Emmett Scott. He made a film 
protesting and refuting D. W. 
Griffith's “Birth Of a Nation,’’ 


which portrayed the black during — 


Reconstruction as corrupt and 
lawless. Scott ran out of money 
and had to seek white backers who 
sisted on changes. Micheaux 
produced more than a dozen silent 
films. He also produced the first 
all-black talking picture. 

Who. was the first black to 
recewe the Pulitzer Prize- in 
Poetry? 


Miss Gwendolyn Brooks, who in 
private life is Mrs. Henry L. 
Blakely, was born in Kansas but 
has lived most of her life in 
Chicago. She became the first 
black to receive the Pulitzer Prize 
in poetry in 1950 for her second 
book of poems. She was named 
poet laureate of Illinois in 1968.

“Negritude’’ was coined as a 
means of protest by poets of the 
Caribbean and their French- 
speaking African friends in Paris 
during the 1940’s and 1950's. The 
movement was started by Mar- 
tinique poet Aime Cesaire when 
he wrote Notes on Going Home in 
1939. The president of Senegal in 
West Africa, Leopole Senghor, is 
often called the ‘‘Father of 
Negritude’’ because he wrote so
